COLORADO 
New Law Brings Hike 
In Legal Abortions 


DENVER, Colo. (AP) — More women have undergone 


legal abortions in Colorado hospitals for psychiatric reasons 
uffder the state's broadened abortion statute than for all other 
reasons combined. The Colorado Health Department says 
that between April 25, 1967, when the law became effective, 
and last June 30, 338 legal abortions were reported to the 
department. 
. 
One hundred were performed on women coming to Colorado 


from other states. The department said mental health reasons 
accounted for 195 of the 338 operations. Thirty-two were made 
for medical reasons, 33 for victims of rape, 20 for women 
who had had German measles and two for women regarded 
as possible suicide risks. In addition, doctors reported 56 
therapeutic abortions with no other details given. 


Prior to enactment o£ the new law, legal abortions in Colo- 


rado averaged about one a month, sometimes less, the de- 
partment said. In 1966, for example-, only 10 legal operations 
to end pregnancies were reported ot the health agency.

If the current accusation that

Take the commonly held belief 


that the polling of several thou- 
sand persons serves to elicit the 
opinion of 200 million persons 
who compose this country's popu- 
lation. 


That this belief is seemingly 


shared by the most prominent 
and influential persons in the 
nation's public life, operates vir- 
tually to deprive the nation of 
the benefit of the presumably 
superior 
mentalities of 
these 


eminent persons by subjecting 
their minds to a tyranny of the 
polls. 


The consequence of this is that 


the positions taken by the na- 
tion's actual or potential decision- 
makers are likely to determined 
not by their knowledge, thought 
and 
principles, but 
by their 


automatic 
acceptance 
o f 
the 


"public opinion" revelations of 
the pollsters. 


What is more serous than this 


pernicious effect is the generally 
recognized tendency of voters to 
adopt the poll opinions as their 
own under the well nigh irresist- 
ible impulse to be on the side of 
the "winners." 


So it comes about that the poll 


creates public opinion and (here- 
by "proves" the poll to have been 
correct. Thus the institution of 
the poll works lo abrogate the 
political judgment of the Ameri- 
can people.

Ringworm of the scalp occurs 


rather frequently in children. 
The circular shape of the skin 
irritation is probably the basis 
for the "ring" name1 attached to 
it. There is an excellent lamp 
which is used for diagnosis of 
Tinea of the scalp. It seems 
that infected areas of the scalp 
light up in a special way when 
this, the Wood lamp, is used.
